College Football Relegation Tool 
User Instructions 


Introduction 


Welcome to the College Football Relegation Tool! This innovative application is designed to bring the 
excitement of relegation systems, commonly seen in European soccer leagues, to College Football 
gaming's Dynasty Mode. 


What is Relegation? 


In a relegation system, teams can move up or down between different divisions based on their 
performance. Top-performing teams in lower divisions are promoted to higher divisions, while 
underperforming teams in higher divisions are relegated to lower ones. 


Purpose of This Tool 
The College Football Relegation Tool allows you to: 


e Create and manage a multi-tiered division structure for college football teams 

e Move teams between divisions, simulating promotion and relegation 

e Adjust conference alignments by switching teams or moving them directly to new divisions 
e Track the movement of teams throughout your custom league structure 


e Save multiple different configurations and load them as needed 


Basic Functions 


Adding a Team 


1. Find the division where you want to add a team 
2. Enter the team name in the "New team name" box at the bottom of the division 
3. Click "Add Team" 


Removing a Team 


1. Locate the team you want to remove 


2. Click the "Delete" button next to the team name a 


Movement Functions 


Moving Teams Between Divisions 


1. To move a team up one division, click the "t" button next to the team 


2. To move a team down one division, click the "|" button next to the team 


Switching Teams 


1. Click the "Switch" button next to a team 


2. Enter the name of the team you want to switch with when prompted 
Moving to Specific Divisions 


1. Click the "Move" button next to a team 


2. Enter the division number (0-10) where you want to move the team

Configuration Functions 


Editing Conference Names 


1. Click the "Edit Name" button next to the division name 


2. Enter the new name when prompted 
Setting Division Limits 


1. Find the "Set Limit" box at the bottom of each division 


2. Enter anew number and click "Set Limit" 


Tips for Success 


General Usage Tips 


e Monitor division limits when moving teams 

e Use the "Move" feature for precise team placement 

e Start tracking before making major changes 

e Use the copyable list feature to share your setup 

e Double-check team names when using the switch feature 


e Review movement history regularly to track changes 


Save Management Tips 


e Save different configurations for various scenarios or seasons 

e Use descriptive names when saving configurations (e.g., "2024-PreSeason") 
e Check timestamps on saved configurations to track changes 

e Create regular backups using dated configuration names 

e Quick save after minor changes, use Save As for major updates 

e Keep at least one backup of important configurations 


e Delete old or unused configurations to avoid clutter 
Organization Tips 


e Plan your division structure before making major changes 

e Use the movement tracker to maintain a history of changes 

e Consider creating separate configurations for different scenarios 
e Keep notes of your relegation rules and criteria 

e Establish clear promotion/relegation criteria before starting 

e Use consistent naming conventions for saved configurations 


e Document your custom rules and settings 


System Management 


Setting the National Champion 


1. Click the "Set National Champion" button 
2. Enter the team name when prompted 


3. The team will automatically move to the top of Division | 


Movement Tracking 


1. Click the "Set Divisions" button to begin tracking 


2. All team movements will be recorded and displayed at the bottom 


Creating Copyable Lists 


1. Click "Show Copyable List" 
2. View formatted list of all divisions and teams 


3. Copy and use as needed 


Save and Load Features 


Quick Save 


1. Click the "Quick Save" button 


2. Current setup saves as default configuration 


Save As 


1. Click the "Save As..." button 
2. Enter a name for your configuration 


3. Setup saves with name and timestamp 


Loading Configurations 


1. Click the "Load..." button 
2. View list of saved configurations with timestamps 


3. Enter the name to load 


Managing Saves 


1. Click the "Manage Saves" button 


2. View list of saved configurations 


3. Delete individual configurations by name 


4. Type 'ALL' to delete all configurations 


Resetting the System 


1. Click the "Reset" button 
2. Confirm the reset when prompted 


3. System returns to initial setup
